23 (i) During baseball games only, alcohalic beverages may not be
24 sold:

25 1. After the beginning of the eighth inning; or

26 2. During a double header game, after the beginning of the

27 sixthinning of the second game.

28 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
29 October 1, 2001.
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
